One Contest for School Committee 


Herman Gilman Is

Herman Gilman of 53 Park ave., 
Newton, president of the Busi- 
ness Men’s Council of the Asso- 
ciated Jewish Philanthropies, has 
been named chairman of the 
Trades and Professional Division 
of the Combined Jewish Appeal.

Alderman Wendell R. Bauckman 
is running for re-election and the 
other candidates are Sydney Bay- 
lor, 3 Bradford rd., Newton High- 
lands, and Robert S. Fifield, 56 
White Pine rd., of Newton Upper 
Falls. Alderman John Temperley, 
the other incumbent, is not seek- 
ing re-election. 

In each of the other four alder- 
man-at-large contests there are 
three candidates for the two 
places. 

Files Protest 

Morahan announced that he will 
file a formal protest with the 
Board of Registrars of Voters 
against the candidacy of Aider- 
man Schofield because the lat- 
ter’s nomination papers describe 
him as a candidate for re-election.

Rev. John A. Sheridan Died 
Suddenly Last Friday 


Rev. John A. Sheridan, pastor 
of the Church of Our Lady Help of 
Christians, Newton, died suddenly 
at the rectory on Friday morning, 
October 1. 

Fr. Sheridan recently observed 
his 78th birthday and as he had 
apparently been in good health, his 
death came as a shock to his par- 
ish oners and many friends. 

He was born in Watertown, 
Mass., and attended the Water- 
town schools. After graduating 
from Boston College in 1890 he 
studied for the priesthood at St. 
John’s Seminary. He was orda ned 
on December 21. 1894, and celebra- 
ted his first mass in St. Patrick’s 
Church, Watertown. 

His first assignment as a curate 
was at St. Thomas’ Church, Jamai- 
ca Pla : n where he remained for 18 
years. He served as pastor of St. 
Joseph’s Church, Holbrook, from 
1913 to 1917 when he was appoint- 
ed pastor of the Sacred Heart 
Church in Lynn, remaining there 
until he came to the Newton par. 
ish in 1935 as irremovable parish 
priest. 

Fr. Sheridan was state chaplain 
of the Ancient Order of Hibernians 
and chaplain of Middlesex Court, 
M. C. O. F. and of Newton Coun- 
cil, K. of C. He was. active in the 
work of the Cathol c Charitable 
Bureau in Newton and was greatly 
interested in the Community Chest 
and other civic organizat ons. On 
several occasons he had addressed 
the selectees at the send-off cere- 
monies held at the Newton City 
Hall. 

He is survived by three ssters, 
Miss Margaret and Miss Sue Sher- 
idan of Newton, Mrs. John Forrest 
of Watertown: three brothers, 
Philip H. of Waltham, Charles H. 
of Wellesley and G. Frank Sher- 
idan of Belmont, also by a neph. 
CW. John A. Sheridan of New York 
and four nieces, Mrs. Robert *E. 
CunnifT of Wellesley, Mrs. Fred 
Burrans of Brookline, Miss Kath- 
leen Sheridan of Belmont and Sis- 
ter Venard of the Convent of Mer. 
cy, Dover, New Hampshire. 

Funeral services were held Mon- 
day morning at the Church of Our 
Lady. A children’s mass celebra- 
ted at 8 a. m. by Rev. Russell T. 
Haley and at 9 o’clock a solemn 
mass of requiem was celebrated by 
Rev. Robert P. Barry, pastor of 
St. Clement’s Church, Somerville, 
assisted by Rev. Wili am Shaugh. 
nossy, pastor of Our Lady’s 
Church, Concord Junction, deacon; 
Rev. Thomas Reynolds of St. Mat- 
thew’s Church. Dorchester, sub- 
deacon; Rev. John Quirk, master 
of ceremonies; Rev. Alfred 
Downes, Rev. Edward Desmond, 
Rev. James Manning, acolytes. 
The eulogy was given by Rev. Mi. 
chael Scanlon of St. Rose’s Church, 
Chelsea. The mus e for the mass 
was by the priests’ choir. Miss 
Florence Herl hy. organist played 
at the close of the mass and 
Franklin Field was the soloist. 

An honor guard of eight mem- 
bers of Bishop Cheverus Assembly 
was led by John F. Gallagher.

Want Work Done 
On Rumford Ave. 

Petitioners Present 
Arguments At Meeting 


At the meeting of the Newton 
Board of Aldermen on Monday 
evening a hearing was held at 
which representatives of factories 
located on Rumford ave. in both 
Newton and Waltham, appeared 
to urge the construction and ac- 
ceptance of that street from Lex- 
ington st.. West Newton, to the 
Waltham line. 

Mayor Paul M. Goddard had 
previously recommended that the 
sum of $9,500 be appropriated for 
this project under the General 
Law whereby the entire cost would 
be borne by the city. 

Alderman John Temperley who 
is opposed to the project ques- 
tioned the proponents on its vari- 
ous phases and also called atten- 
♦ on to the fact that Mayor Sin 
clair Weeks had recommended this 
improvement 9 years ago and later 
found it advisable to withdraw his 
recommendat on . 

Alderman Charles E. Hughes 
suggested that the factory owners 
contribute to the cost of the proj- 
ect. Lester Perrino, owner of one 
of the plants on the Walth;im side, 
who is a resident of Newton, sug- 
gested that the city could not le- 
gally accept a contributor! from 
the factory owners. Alderman 
Hughes referred the matter to 
City Solicitor Joseph W. Bart- 
lett, who said in his op nion it 
would be legal for the city to ac- 
cept such contributions. Perrine 
sa d that 200 persons had signed 
a petition for this project and he 
urged that the improvement be 
made as a "wartime project." 

Other arguments were that be- 
cause of the dangerous condition 
the street is now in the fire ap- 
paratus is not allowed to travel on 
it, the street railway company 
cannot operate their buses over it 
and motorists employed in the va- 
rious plants located in the section 
must make a detour to reach their 
places of employment. 

The board appropriated an ad- 
ditional sum of $7,500 for garage 
and repair shop expense of the 
Street Department. Alderman 
Carroll J. Hoffman voted against 
this appropriation after express- 
ng his disapproval of the practice 
of seeking additional funds near 
the close of the year saying that 
in his opinion departments should 
come within their budgets.

how to use the gas masks for their 
own protection. 

There were several scenes show- 
ing the testing of equipment, which 
has to meet very str ngent re- 
quirements. The muzzle velocity 
of the hose bus to meet certain 
standards, as well as the various 
pumps and other gadgets which 
are part of the equipment. 

Mr. Rhynd explained the service 
which the Fire Department ren- 
ders in connection with the swim- 
m ng areas in Needham. One 
sw mining place, in particular, has 
been equ pped with u regular fire 
call box from which calls for as- 
sistance may be sent to the Fire 
Department. 

The cooperation rendered by the 
Fire Department in connection 
w th the Police Department was 
also emphasized, especially in case 
of drownings.

Spectacular 
Demonstration 
Is Held Here 

Newton’s Fire Department and 
Auxiliary Fire Service staged one 
of the most spectacular fire dem- 
onstration shows of the day in 
observance of the National Fire 
Department Week last Saturday 
at the Newton Comer station. 

Thousands of spectators 
watched the huge parade of fire 
apparatus and equipment, and the 
Newton Chapter of the Red Cross, 
which started at Newton Centre 
and passed through Newton High- 
lands, Waban, West Newton, and 
Newtonville, ending at Washing- 
ton st. in front of the Newton Cor- 
ner fire house.

"Newton’s goal in the 1944 Uni- 
ted War Fund Campaign will be 
$302,800," Mr. Charles B. Floyd.

Con 31 of Chapter 111 of the 
General Laws. 

All other sections were adopted 
under authority of Section 146 
of Chapter 94 of the General Laws 
subject to approval of the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Public 
Health. 

At a meeting held October 5, 1 
1943, the Massachusetts Depart - 1 
ment of Public Health voted to 
approve the regulations as pre- 
sented.

CHAPTER II 

FOOD REGULATIONS 
SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS. 
The following words as used in 
th s section and other sections of 
this chapter and to which their 
definition is hereinafter respec- 
tively lim ted, shall have, unless 
the context otherwise requires, the 
following meanings: 

"FOOD” or "FOODSTUFFS" 
include all articles, whether sim- 
ple, m'xod or compound, birr'd or 
intended for use for food or drink, , 
confectionery or condiment, except 
milk and cream. 

"FOOD ESTABLISHMENT.” A I 
place or premises where food is 
handled, stored or served for com- 1 
mercial purposes. 

"PERSON." The word "person” i 
as used in these regulat ; ons shall 
mean "person," “firm” or "corpor- 1 
at ion." 

"FOOD HANDLER." Any per- 
son engaged in the handling, stor- 
age or service of food or any per- 
son engaged in washing or other 
handling of dishes or other uten- 
sils used in a food establishment. 

"EATING ESTABLISHMENT.” 
A place or premises where food or 
drink for consumption upon the 
premises is handled for sale or 
sold. 

SECTION 2. The owner, pro- 
prietor or manager of any food 
establishment shall cause such es- 
tablishment to be constructed and 
operated in accordance with the 
following regulations. 

A. The floors of all rooms of 
food establishments shall be 

, tight, clean and in good repair. 

B. The walls and ceilings of 
all such rooms shall be smooth, 
right, clean and in good repair 
and shall be painted with a hard- 
surfaced paint, unless finished 

i with a surface than can be easily 
cleaned. 

C. Adequate well distributed 
light will be provided. The area 
of unobstructed window or sky- 
light space shall be not less than 
10 per cent of the floor space. 
If artificial light is necessary, 
the equivalent of one 50-watt 
electric l : ght shall be provided 
per 100 square feet of floor 
space. 

D. Adequate ventilation shall 
be provided sufficient to prevent 
condensation upon interior sur- 
faces. In establishments where 
food is kept and served on the 
premises, hoods shall be pro- 
vided over stoves and extrac- 
tion fans shall be provided for 
removing odors. 

E. The various establishment 
operations shall be so located 
and so conducted as to prevent 
the contamination of the food- 
stuffs or utensils. No food, dish- 
es or other utensils shall be 
kept or stored at any time under 
any pipe line through which sew- 
age is flowing or may flow. 

F. Unless other effective 
means are provided to prevent 
the access of flies, all openings 
into the outer air shall be effec- 
tively screened and doors shall 
be self-closing. Adequate meas- 
ures shall be taken to exclude 
vermin from rooms where food- 
stuffs are handled, stored or 
served. 

G. Every establishment shall 
be provided with toilet facili- 
ties but no such toilet shall 
communicate d’rectly with any 
room used for the handling, stor- 
age or serving of foodstuffs. In 
establishments where food is 
served on the premises, these 
facilit'es shall be available to 
patrons. The doors of all toilet 
rooms shall be self-closing. Toi- 
let rooms shall be kept in a 
clean condition, in good repair 
and well ventilated and lighted. 

H. Premises, vehicles, recep- 
tacles, utensils, ice chests and . 
other refrigerators, used for thej 
storage, sale, distribution or ; 
transportation of foodstuffs | 
shall be maintained in a clean, j 
sanitary and healthful ccmdit/on 
at all times. All floor display j 
stunds or sidewalk display 
stands shall be elevated at least 
24 Inches above the floor or 
sidewalk respectively. 

I. All show or d splay cases 
and windows, counters, shelves, j 
tables, refrigerating cabinets 
and other equipment shall be 
so constructed as to be easily j 
inspected und cleaned and shall 
be kept in good repair and free 
from dust, d rt, vermin and any 
other contaminating material. 

J. Candy, delicatessen prod- 
ucts or other foodstuffs which, 
cannot be properly washed be- 
fore consumption, shall not be 
exposed for sale unless such 
foodstuffs are protected by 
glass covers or dustproof con-

Any food 
which requires refrigeration for 
its preservation shall be stored 
and displayed at such tempera- 
tures as to prevent, spoilage. 

K. All premises used for the 
sale, dispensing or d stribution 
of foodstuffs shall be equipped 
with convenient handwashing 
facilities, including warm run- 
ning water, soap and individual 
towels. In eating establish- 
ments these facilities shall be 
available to patrons. 

L. Suitable lockers or rooms 
shall be provided for the 
changing and hanging of the 
wear ng apparel of all employ 
ees. 

M. No foodstuffs intended for 
sale shall be kept or stored in 
any room used for living or j 
sleeping purposes. 

N. In any establishment sell- ! 
ing or dispensing 1 quids, bever- ' 
ages, drinks, food or other re- 
freshment for consumption in 
or about the place of sale or 
dispensing shall cause all glass- 
es, cups, spoons, forks and all 
other utensils and d'shes to be 
cleansed and subjected to an ap- 
proved bactericidal treatment 
after each use. The cleansing 
shall be done with soap or other 
cleansing agent and water main- 
tained at a temperature of not 
less than 110 degrees Fahrenheit. 
Immediately following cleans- 
ing, the dishes and utensils shall 
be subjected to a bactericidal 
treatment by (a) contact with 
live steam for at least one min- 
ute, or (b) immersion in hot 
water above 170 degrees Fahren- 
heit for at least one minute, or 
(c) spraying with hot water at 
a temperature over 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit, or (d) immersion 
forinot les* than two minutes j&JJ , 
cold chlorinated water with a 
free chlorine content of not less 
than 50 parts per million. The 
dishes and utensils shall be so 
arranged as to easily drain and 
air-dry when atmospheric con- 
ditions permit and shall be 
stored as to prevent any con- 
tamination. If towels are 
used, they shall be clean and be 
changed as frequently as neces- 
sary to eliminate the possibil- 
ity of re-contamination of the 
dishes and utensils. The sani- 
tization of dishes and utensils 
shall be such as to result in a 
residual bacterial count not in 
excess of the standards of the 
Health Department. Individual 
cups or containers made with 
paper or similar material may 
be employed in lieu of dishes 
and such cups or containers shall 
not be reused. 

O. All glasses, cups, spoons, 
forks and other utens Is and 
dishes shall be kept at all times 
in a clean, sanitary and health- 
ful manner. 

SECTION 3. All persons en- 
gaged in the storage, sale, distri- 
bution or transportarion of food- 
stuffs, shall provide adequate met- 
al covered containers for the re- 
ception of waste food products, 
and shall cause such containers 
to be emptied frequently and to 
be cleansed at least once a week 
in a manner satisfactory to the 
Board of Health. The vehicles of 
street pedlers or vendors of food- 
stuffs shall be construed to be in- 
cluded in this regulation. 

SECTION 4. The owner, pro- 
prietor or manager of any estab- 
lishment engaged in the storage, 
sale or distribution of foodstuffs 
shall prov de adequate covered 
bins or other suitable receptacles 
for the reception of tin cans, bot- 
tles and other dry refuse and shall 
not permit any such refuse to be 
strewn or piled on or about the 
premises. 

SECTION 5. Each person em- 
ployed in the handling of food for 
public consumption shall maintain 
his or her person and clothes in 
a clean condition, and before be- 
ginning work and after using the 
toilet or water closet shall wash 
his or her hands and forearms 
thoroughly. 

SECTION 6. No person .who 
has un attack of cl arrhea or dys- 
entery, or has infected cuts or 
sores on any exposed surface of 
the body; or who is afflicted with 
a sore throat, cold or other res- 
piratory infection; or has any 
communicable disease transmissi- 
ble through food or drink, or who 
resides in a household with u case 
of such communicable disease, or 
who is known to be a carrier of 
the organisms causing such dis- 
ease, shall work as a food hand- 
ler without the permission of the 
Director of Health. It shall he 
the duty of the owner, proprie- 
tor or manager of any food estab- 
lishment to notify the Health De- 
partment of such infection, af- 
fliction or attack of such disease 
among his employees.

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ALDERMEN APPROPRIATE 
$9500 FOR RUMFORD AYE. 


The Newton Board of Aldermen 

i Monday evening voted to ap- 
proprate the sum of $9,500 for 
the construction and acceptance 
of Rumford ave. from Lexington 
st.. West Newton, to the Waltham 
line. 

Describing ‘the plan as “throw- 
ing money into a bog” Alderman 
John Temperley who has long been 
opposed to it, predicted that the 
cost of construction would be dou- 
ble the amount appropriated. He 
asserted that streets built ynder 
the “general law" have been in- 
ferior to those built under the 
“betterment law” and that due to 
the heavy traffic that would have 
to be borne by this street, the cost 
of repair would be great.. The 
factory owners on the Waltham 
end he said would benefit the 
most from the construction of 
th's street, the cost of which he 
felt should be borne by property 
owners. He also described the 
project as “revolutionary” because 
it Is the first of its kind to be 
undertaken and predicted it would 
lead to more. 

Joseph B. Jamieson, v : ce-presi- 
dent of the Board, in replying to 
the arguments of Alderman Tem- 
perley stated that the plan had 
been ruled as legal by City Solic- 
itor' Joseph W. Bartlett. As to 
the quality of the pavement he 
said it would be the same as in 
streets built under the “better- 
ment law” and concerning the es- 
timate of the cost of the project 
he said he had confidence in the 
city engineer and the street com- 
m ssioner. The route of the Mid- 
dlesex and Boston Street Railway 
would be shortened by the use of 
this street he stated, as for some 
time the buses have not been 
routed over this street due to its 
dangerous condition. 

Alderman Carroll Hoffman as- 
serted that he failed to notice any 
val'd reason from the arguments 
of Mr. Temperley why the project 
should be rejected. He suggest- 
ed that construction of the street 
might eventually aid employment 
by promoting industrial growth 
of the city. 

The amount of $1,050 was ap- 
propriated for the construction 
and acceptance of Cotswold Ter- 
race, Newton Centre, under the 
Betterment Law. The following 
appropriations recommended by 
Mayor Paul M. Goddard were 
granted by the Board. 

Public Buildings Department, 
purchase of two trucks, $900. 

Street Department, new curb- 
ing. $500; sidewalks, half city 
cost. $1,000; construction of Hoc- 
kley rd., 450 feet, $3700; drain 
outlet, Endicott st., $1,030; sew- 
ers, Exeter st., $1,675; Common- 
wealth ave., $1,650; private land 
on Dowse estate, from Common- 
wealth ave., to Berkeley st., $4,300. 

The board unanimously con- 
firmed the appointment of Has- 
kell Cohn, 230 Dorset rd., Wa- 
ban, as a member of the Munici- 
pal Defense Counc i . 

A request of Mayor Goddard 
for perm'ssion to sell a roller with 
an Austin engine was refused by 
the Board the finance committee 


having recommended disapproval 
of the request because the price of 
the proposed sale was not speci- 
fied. 

At the request of Chief of Po- 
lice M’chael T. Hughes it was 
voted to authorize stop signs on 
Sylvan ave., at Valentine st., 
and on Lenox st. at Valentine st., 
West Newton. 

Vice-President Jamieson, who 
presided in the absence of Presi- 
dent Charles B. Floyd announc- 
ed that the next meeting of the 
board would be on Nov. 8 as Nov.

Some 
of them may never he able to 
walk again without your help. 
Just think how you would feel if 
you were in their position, and 
for the want of a cane or crutch 
you would have to spend most of 
your time in a chair or in bed. 

It is 25 years since the first 
World War and some of those 
who were injured then are still 
fighting in the hospitals. Let us 
do all we can for the men in- 
jured in this war, because it is 
for us at home that they are dai- 
ly running the risk of los ; ng their 
lives or becoming cripples. 

Newton Post, No. 48, American 
Legion, wants you to hunt , around 
for all the extra canes and crutch- 
es you can spare and deliver them 
to the Fire Station nearest to 
your home or to the Soldiers Re- 
lief Office at City Hall some time 
between October 24 and October 
30. A daily pick-up will be made 
by a member of the Legion and 
as fast as they are p cked up 
these canes will be turned over 
to the Red Cross for distribution 
to the hospitals where they are 
so badly needed. If you so desire 
you may mark them with your 
name and address so that the 
men who receive them will know 
who is trying to help them back 
to health. Do not give a quick 
look around your house — make a 
through search and give as many 
ns you can because you may be 
helping one of your own relatives 
or fr'ends .

The Newton Chamber bulletin 
announcing the campaign is in 
part, as follows: 

“Volunteer ass'stants are visit- 
ing the stores to assist grocers in 
determining and displaying ceil- 
ing pr ces sent out by the Office 
of Price Administration. The gro- 
cers are required to post these of- 
ficial lists of ceiling prices in a 
conspicuous place and to attach to 
each commodity on sale its sell- 
ing price which must not exceed 
the ceding price. 

"There are decreased supplies 
available because of the require- 
ments of our armed forces. It is 
only through the co-operation of 
all that we can hold down the cost 
of living, help distribute rationed 


goods fairly and eliminate black 
markets. 

“It is well at this t'me to keep 
in mind the excellent job being 
done these days by your grocer. 
His is a difficult task but because 
his respons bility in maintaining 
community morale is so great he 
is exerting every effort to bring 
to his customers the foods they 
want so as to keep nutritional 
standards as h : gh as possible 
under existing conditions. 

“His problems have increased 
tremendously by the loss of com- 
petent employees to the armed 
forces and war plants, and so the 
service he offers today may not be 
as high as he might like it to be. 
So be tolerant and patient. You 
can help him by budgeting your 
ration stamps and not waiting 
until the last day to redeem them; 
by total ng your stamps before 
making a purchase so as to avoid 
the disappointment in discovering 
that you have an inadequate 
amount; and most important, ac- 
cept cheerfully h s reply to your 
request for a ‘short’ food when he 
says, ‘I’m very sorry, madam, 
we're all out of it.’ Remember 
it is not his fault that he is un- 
able to supply the merchandise.”

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A GREAT OPPORTUNITY 

The response to the forthcoming appeal of the Greater 
Boston United War Fund should be both prompt and gener- 
ous. It is a great opportunity for those of us on the home 
front to share our prosperity with our boys in the service 
and the less fortunate.

ANOTHER POST-WAR PROJECT 

When planning post-war projects for the city of New- 
ton, let it not be forgotten that a new central library build- 
ing is badly ne-aed. The old library on Centre street in 
Newton is r .nbling and over-crowded and plainly bears 
evidence of ,ie installment plan on which it has been grad- 
ually ere' ed over a period of many years as the work of 
the city library system has expanded. It is about as badly 
placed as Trinity Church at the head of Wall street in New 
York, and certainly does not reflect credit upon the cultural 
level of our enlightened city. Such a building should be 
erected in the village of Newton. Auburndale, Newton Cen- 
tre, Newtonville, Waban and West Newton all have modern 
and fairly adequate branch library buildings. Newton Cen- 
tre has the city hall, t.cs’. Newton has the police and dis- 
trict court buildings and Newtonville our central high school 
plant and school administrative offices. Newton has the 
largest circulation of any village library. It houses no other 
important city building. It deserves the new library build- 
ing when one is erected. 

Such a main library b.dlding for this entire city of over 
70,000 souls should cost a good sum of money. It should 
provide shelf space adequate for many years to come when 
the city will own a much larger book stock than at present. 
It i hould also provide community rooms to house all the 
cult ual and civic activities of the city which might need 
accommodation. Last but not least, it should stand back 
of a front elevation refined but impressive and with real New 
England granite trim. 

This suggestion does not compete with the very chal- 
lenging Idea presented two weeks ago in the Graphic by “In- 
terested Citizen” for a fine auditorium for the city to be 
erected following the war from private funds in honor of 
Newton’s war heroes in World War II. From this time for- 
ward all new library construction in the city, following the 
precedent estab ’shed when the Newtonville branch build- 
ing was erected, "ill doubtless be financed from public 
funds. If we are to avoid another era of the meager bread- 
basket provided from the federal treasury, the time to start 
planning is now. The city of Newton has the opportunity 
and is abundantly capable of taking advantage of the pres- 
ent situation to help lead the way to a better post-war 
world, locally planned and financed.

They get off the 
elevated cars and stream across to 
the buses that are waiting on the 
corner of Cleveland Circle and 
Chestnut Hill ave.

Now the news is that the City 
of Boston has appropriated the 
sum of $3000.00 for a shelter to 
be bu It upon this park land for 
the protection of the general pub- 
lic. This may stop a wetting by 
a good shower but it does not re- 
lieve the danger of accidents fot 
the people crossing the circle. 

Another b.t of news is that the 
Elevated Railway has purchasec 
the closed drug store at the cor 
ner upon Beacon st. upon the 
easterly side of the circle, at the 
point where the cars come out o* 
the yard to take on passengers 
This store will be made into t 
rest room for the ccmductorette: 
and there will be room for a gen 
eral waiting room for the? patron: 
of the Elevated. 

Thus the waiting room will no 
be needed if proper arrangement: 
can be made for the extension o 
the bus lines to the front of thi 
store. As a suggestion if possi 
ble a shelter could be built upoi 
the location where the cars stoi 
now to unload, similar to many 
other spots where the cars deliv- 
er passengers. Take Coolidge Cor- 
ner and the new Kenmore square 
improvement as an inc dent of for- 
ward planning to relieve traffic and 
provide for the safety of the ped- 
estrians or car riders changing to 
buses. 

These suggestions are made that 
a better solut on will be secured 
than the one now under consid- 
eration. Those who are respon- 
sible are willing to meet the de- 
mands of the public if they knew 
just what is needed but most peo- 
ple are so occupied with their own 
problems that they leave such re- 
lief to others who know what 
should be done after they really 
study the whole problem. Let us 
hope the $3000.00 can be used to 
better advantage for the generaT 
public.

Newton Centre Women’s 
Club Rally 

Despite the holiday on Tuesday, 
Oct. 12, which caused the absence 
of ten of the Aldermen who are up 
for re-election, there was an excel- 
lent turn-out at the Newton Cen- 
tre Women’s Club Monday evening, 
Oct. 11. It was most encouraging 
to note that there were approxi- 
mately one hundred and fifty citi- 
zens who are so keenly interested 
in their local government that 
they took the time and trouble to 
attend the well-organized rally 
sponsored by the non-partisan 
Newton League of Women Voters 
in conjunction with the Newton 
Federation of Women’s Clubs. The 
only thing which bothered your 
columnist was that a scant two 
minutes was all the time allotted 
to the various speakers. I realize 
of course, that if the ten missing 
Aldermen had showed up, as well 
as a couple of new candidates, the 
meeting would have lasted con- 
siderably longer. However, it did 
seem a pity to wind the rally up 
at 9:30 p.m. after having many im- 
portant officials rush hurriedly 
through their two-minute allot- 
ment. It seemed to me that some 
of the speakers did a grand job in 
condensing their facts and figures. 

I was particularly impressed by 
the efficiency of Mayor Goddard, 
School Committee chairman Taber 
and School Committee member, 
Mrs. B. Alden Thresher. To be 
sure, I believe these candidates 
were allotted five minutes rather 
than two. Even so, they packed 
a great deal of exceedingly inter- 
esting information into their 
speeches. And now for a few high- 
lights and bits of humor. 

One of the heartiest laughs of 
the evening came as a result of 
Charles B. Floyd’s reminiscences. 
He recalled one of his maiden 
speeches in the political arena, 
long before he had carved out the 
splendid record of community ser- 
vice which now lies behind him. 
Having had little or no experience 
of importance, he started his 
speech by stating that he was 
best known as Marjorie Floyd’s 
husband! Well, that may possibly 
have been true a generation ago. 
but it is difficult for me to recall 
any time when Charlie did not 
stand squarely on his own two 
feet. 

This may be an appropriate time 
to say a few serious words about 
this likable public servant. Except 
for Alderman John Temperley, 
who is also retiring from ' the 
Board of Aldermen at the close of 
this year, President Floyd is the 
senior member in point of service. 
Furthermore, he has been func- 
tioning as President of the Board 
for quite a few years. I always 
thought that former Alderman 
Roy V. Collins was a particularly 
efficient presiding officer. I still do. 
What intrigues me is the fact that 
the technique of these two men 
seems to be about the same. Char- 
lie Floyd has been the same 
smooth, tactful, harmonizing pre- 
siding officer as the former Al- 
i derman from Ward 2. For many 
many years our Board of Aider- 
men has operated like a well-oiled 
machine; no breakdowns and a 
minimum of repairs. Every citizen 
of Newton should be everlastingly 
grateful to the self-sacrificing men 
who have built for us such an en- 
viable reputation in the field of 
government. Every ward in the 
city has contributed its fair share 
of hard-working, conscientious 
Aldermen, without whom the most 
brilliant presiding officer could ac- 
complish little or nothing. 

Reverting, now, to some of the 
lighter aspects of the meeting, 
there was quite a guffaw from the 
' masculine element when Aider- 
man Hoffman, chairman of the 
Franchise and License Committee 
spoke of the great popularity of 
I marriage licenses, but added the 
comment that these licenses had 
! “the lowest INITIAL cost!” Alder- 
: man Jamieson, likewise, drew a 
I laugh when he announced that his 
subject (Engineering, Street and 
: Water Departments) was so tre- 
mendous in scope that he had con- 
sidered confining his remarks to 
the collection of garbage. (Not a 
bad idea, at that.) Then, Aider- 
man Scofield, having listened to a 
lot of talk about the number of 
children accumulated by his col- 
leagues, stole the show by refer- 
ring to his own very sizable fam- 
ily PLUS a group of grandchild- 
I ren. I have no desire to play fav- 
orites or to embarrass the popular 
Alderman from Ward 7, but I 
could make some very complimen- 
tary remarks anent this particular 
family. That reminds me that 
Mr. Scofield, in listing his quali- 
fications, remarked that he had 
once marched in a women’s suf- 
frage parade. 

Finally, I feel sure that all those 
in attendance must have been 
greatly impressed by the mayor’s 
account of his stewardship and by 
Ralph Taber’s brief resume of the 
school situation. He urged the 
desirability of a smaller turnover 
in the School Committee and 
pointed out the fact that even 
the veteran members of the com- 
mittee have seen relatively brief 
service. We need a resonably con- 
tinuous policy, especially at a time 
when we shall have to get along 
without the services of our forme 
Superintendent, Mr. Julius War- 
ren, now Commissioner of Educa- 
tion for Massachusetts. The new 
incumbent, however is nn excel- 
lent man for the post. It was Mrs. 
B. Alden Thresher, tho’, who 
packed the most information Into 
the smallest fraction of time. She 
guve a very impressive account of 
our pre-induction courses at the 
High School, the heavy employ- 
ment of the members of the three 
upper classes of the High School 
after hours, averaging thirteen 
hours a week for well over 50';{ 
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of the pupils, the decline of 6% in 
school population since 1935, (a 
current figure is 11,200), the heav- 
ey turnover — 27% — in the teach- 
ing staff, together with a decrease 
in the ratio of men to women, duf 
to the war, the class for non- 
swimmers at the Y.M.C.A. and 
the opening of a Summer School 
last year. Especially significant 
is the fact that 144 pupils obtained 
Trade School certificates as well 
as High School diplomas. The 
war has focussed attention on 
manual as well as mental labor. 
A whole volume could be written 
on this subject alone. 

Ward 5 Contest 

In some ways it is unfortunate 
that the Ward 5 contest cannot be 
fought out by the voters in Ward 
5 alone. The fundamental difficulty 
there seems to be that there are 
now four important areas within 
the ward, all seeking representa- 
tion. They are, of course, Newton 
Highlands, Newton Upper Falls, 
Oak Hill and Waban. How can 
three Aldermen be divided up to 
cover four districts? Somebody in 
that ward will have to *vork out 
a rotation system which will keep 
all sectors satisfied. In the mean- 
time, about all the rest of us can 
do is to ascertain as best we can 
who the two best men may be. 
Personally, I would be influenced a 
good deal by the apparent major- 
ity sentiment of the Ward 5 voters. 
After looking into that angle, I 
would size up the three candidates 
on the basis of personality and rec- 
ord. As of today, I know that 1 
will vote for Wendell R. Bauck- 
man for re-election and I am, 
frankly, somewhat intrigued by 
the candidacy of Robert S. Fi- 
field of Upper Falls. The third 
man, Sidney H. Baylor of the 
Highlands, is obviously a good 
prospect ; otherwise he would not 
have such substantial backing. 

Governor Hultonstull 

It is most unusual when a news- 
paperman is ejected from the Ex- 
ecutive offices on Beacon Hill. 
That happened Monday, when a 
reporter from a New York paper 
suddenly found himself on the out- 
side looking in. My understanding 
is that this New York paper has 
twice within a fortnight published 
stories which were most certainly 
damaging to our Governor’s gen- 
eral reputation. The first was an 
Insurance affair, tied to the Gov- 
ernor by an exceedingly slender 
thread. The second wus an alleged 


anti-Semitic situation in this area 
regarding which the Governor was 
accused of being indifferent. What 
lies behind all this? Is Marshall 
Field, the publisher of this paper, 
interested in blocking a possible 
Saltonstall-for-President move- 
ment?

Republican Unit 

Resumes Session 


The Republican members of the 
House comprising the Committee 
on Distribution and Rationing of 
Food, of which Representative 
Christian A. Herter of Boston is 
the chairman, have resumed the r 
sessions in Washington and are re- 
ported to be considering the issu- 
ance of an interim report dealing 
with some of the major defects 
in present rationing methods, and 
proposing various specific reme- 
ed es. In commenting on this sub- 
ject in a press interview, Represen- 
tative Herter said: 

“Coupons for rationed foods 
ought to balance with the supply 
available for consumer purchase. 
What a farce it is to specify point 
values for meats and butter, and 
issue coupons in spec fic amounts 
for specific periods, when there is 
no assurance that the meat and 
butter in equivalent amounts will 
be within the reach of the coupon 
holder. This is one of the most 
glaring defects of the present sys- 
tem. 

“It seems pretty clear that in 
view of the butter shortage, but- 
ter should be separately rationed, 
und not have the high point value 
for butter subtract from the points 
available for meats. 

“The assignment of the same 
food ratten quota to all persons of 
every age nnd in every walk of 
life, has resulted in great inequity 
and in reality is highly discrimi- 
natory. The wide disparity in the 
requirements of the young child 
iind the lumberjack, for meats and 
processed foods in the rationed 
category, is self-evident. Similar- 
ly, there is scant justification for 
ssuing food ration coupons of the 
same value to the farmer, whose 
food comes In large part from his 
own land and his own livestock, 
and to the city dweller, who must 
buy everything that he cats. 

“If the buslc food ratten is to 
be the same for all persons, then 
certainly there ought to bo provi- 
sion for Issuance of supplemen- 


tary rations by local boards, on a 
showing of needs. 

“It is a debatable question also 
whether any food rationing sys- 
tem can succeed as long as the 
meals eaten in public eating places 
are unrat'oned. It does not meet 
the issue to say that the restau- 
rants and hotels are themselves ra- 
ttened. The vice of the present sit- 
uation is that those to whom pub- 
lic eating places are accessible and 
who have the money to patronize 
them, have an unfair advantage 
over families who must depend 
solely on the r ration coupons for 
their entire supply of those foods 
that are rationed.”

COMPULSORY WORKMEN’S 
COMPENSATION 

The attention of all employers 
of persons in the Commonwealth 
i is directed to the provisions of 
Chapter 529 of the Acts of 1943 
relat ng to compulsory Workmen’s 
Compensation insurance and self 
insurance, which became effective , 
oq November 15. 1943. 

Under the provisions of th s new’ 
Chapter, in order to promote the 
health, safety and welfare of em- 
ployees. every employer of seven 
or more persons is compelled 
under penalty to provide work- 
men’s compensation protection for 
hs employees under the Work- 
men's Compensation Law (Gener- 
al Laws. Chapter 152). The new 
law excepts “persons employed by 
an express company, sleeping car 
company, or carrier subject to 
part I or part II of the Interstate 
Commerce Act. and persons em- 
ployed by telephone companies 
subject to the Federal Communi- 
cations Act." 

The new law remains elective 
as to "employers of six or less, 
employers of domestic servants 
and farm laborers, members of an 
employer’s family dwelling in his 
household, and persons other than 
laborers, workmen and mechan cs 
employed by religious, char table 
or educational institutions."

which is less than last year. There 
are two reasons for the fact that 
the amount is less — incomes are 
higher and there are fewer cases 
of relief.

In addition to this, there 
are 251 Greater Boston Agencies.

given by Mrs. Franklin Hobbs, 
chairman of volunteer workers. 
She told of the five groups of 
workers furnished by the Red 
Cross: nurses' aids, Gray Ladies’ 
staff assistants, dietitians’ aides, 
and production workers. A large 
number of nurses’ aides is need- 
ed. since this group helps not only 
at the Newton Hospital but is on 
call for four other nearby benev- 
olent agencies. Four hundred and 
sixty persons have enrolled at 
the hospital as independent volun- 
teers. One hundred of these are 
d'etitians’ aides, but more could 
be used during the hours when 
patients’ trays are being prepared. 
Training in a nutrition course or 
a dietitians’ aide course, makes 
this service more valuable, but 
Mrs. Hobbs made it clear that per- 
sons without special training are 
welcome to apply. Fourteen 
men. citizens of Newton, have 
been trained as volunteer orderlies 
and are now supplementing the 
hospital staff, afternoons and eve- 
nings. Others are urgently needed 
for the morning hours. Mrs. Hobbs 
told also of the 10, OCX) quarts of 
fruit and vegetables for the win- 
ter. which were the result of 
the hospital’s first "home can- 
ning" enterprise. 

The outstanding project of the 
Newton Hospital Aid Association 
for this year is the Hospital Cof- 
fee and Gift Shop which was 
opened last July. The directors 
listened with absorbed attention 
»o the report of Mrs. Walter L. 
McGill, chairman of the Coffee 
Shop, who described, step by 
step, the complicated task of in- 
stallation. Wartime priorities had 
been the cause of many discourag- 
ing setbacks, but finally these had 
all been overcome. Mrs. D. Mor- 
ley Lodge, treasurer of the shop, 
stated in her report lhat more 
than 11,000 customers had already 
been served, and that the finan- 
cial returns were highly encourag- 
ing. Miss Maida Flanders is as- 
sistant treasurer, and Mrs. Walter 
M. Marston is chairman of volun- 
teer helpers.

At a meeting of the Massachu- 
setts Public Health Control Coun- 
cil held on October 20 at the State 
House, Boston, City Solicitor Jos- 
eph W. Bartlett on behalf of the 
City of Newton expressed oppo- 
sition to the proposed plan of in 
eluding Newton in the Metropoli- 
tan District Water Supply System. 

From time to time when con- 
sumption ' exceeded the supply 
from its own water system, the 
City of Newton has purchased 
Metropolitan water to supplement 
its supply, but city officials have 
long been opposed to having the 
city included in the Metropolitan 
system mainly because of the high- 
er cost. 

By a new law the State De- 
partment of Public Health is now 
required to survey the existing 
facilities of municipalit'es within a 
15 mile? radius of Boston which 
could be provided by the Metro- 
politan system. This law also re- 
quires communities to have a sup- 
ply of at least 10 per cent in ex- 
cess of their normal requirements. 
The survey made by the state 
showed the City of Newton to 
have a deficiency of 4.8 per cent. 

As a result of the hearing at 
which representatives of other 
cities and towns also filed pro- 
tests, the state board has offered 
to open its survey records for fur- 
ther study.

"There are ten million boys in

key. Mr. McElwain said that 
he expected to return to active 
American Field Service duty as 


soon as he had completely recup- 
erated, and hoped in the mean- 
time to recruit others to that ser- 
vice.

The speaker at the weekly 
luncheon meeting of the Newton 
Kiwanis Club was Mr. John L. 
Fitzgerald, Supervisor of Special 
Education and Director of Juven- 
ile Delinquency in the Waltham 
School Department. Mr. Fitz- 
gerald declared that one of the 
contributing factors to many of 
our social ills is the failure of 
educational authorities to analyze 
the student during the early pe- 
riod of his school training to de- 
termine his abilities and capabili- 
ties. He said that the school 
curriculum should be tailored to 
fit the student, rather than try 
to mold the child to a course for 
which he is entirely unfitted. If 
a child fails in school there must 
be a definite reason for it, and 
individual aptitudes and interests 
should be given consideration. 
Failures do not contribute to 
sound educational standards. The 
proper channels for the outlet of 
a child’s energies should be sought 
and failure to do this will result 
in unhealthy outlets which may 
develop later into juvenile de- 
linquency; a student who is al- 
lowed to remain a square peg in a 
round hole can we.ll become an 
anti-social problem. 

Clinics have been instituted in 
many school systems to ascertain 
the reason for the failure of a 
student to make normal progress' 
in school; three factors are con- 
sidered — mental, physical and aca- 
demic. If the difficulty is physi-i 
cal, it is possible to remedy the! 
defect with the cooperation of! 
the parents and underprivileged] 
child agencies. If the problem' 
is academic, some adjustment 
should be made so that the child 
will do well within the sphere of 
his own ability, rather than to 
force him to follow a course in 
which he cannot possibly succeed. 
The converse is also true if a pu- 
pil has greater than the normal 
ability. If his capabilities are 
greater he should be given in- 
creased tasks so that he will not 
develop hazy tendencies. 

Mr. Fitzgerald stated that de- 
fective vision is one of the great- 
est contributing factors to back- 
wardness. Unapparent defects 
were discovered in 180 out of 700 
cases, but where these cases were 
brought to the attention of par- 
ents, only 40 gave their coopera- 
tion to remedy the defect. 

The speaker summed up his talk 
by emphasizing that these reme- 
dial clinics are necessary in the 
early years of elementary school, 
and that the cooperation of par- 
ents is very essential. He said 
the need is great for the broad- 
ened programs to consider the 
abilities of pupils and make pro- 
vision of the proper adjustments 
where unapparent or unrecog- 
nized defects exist. 

President James Riggs an- 
nounced that the Boston Club has 
invited our members to attend 
a very special program on Thurs- 
day, Nov. 4th, at 12:15. He also 
stated that a joint meeting is 
planned to be held at the Newton 
Y. M. C. A., Nov. 9th, at 6:30 with 
the Rotary and Lions Clubs for 
the purpose of discussing a patri- 
otic advertising campaign spon- 
sored by Kiwanis International. 
Secretary Ed Pease will be the 
speaker.

Lions Club's "Governors Day" for 
their usual Thursday evening 
meet ng, the Newton Lions went 
to the Kenmore Hotel last Tues- 
day night. The affair, held on 
the anniversary of the Boston 
Club’s Charter Night, was attend- 
ed by about 350 L'ons from all 
parts of New England. 

A most interesting program was 
offered, the principal speaker be- 
ing Tntemat onal Director Charles 
J. Stevenson, who talked of the 
vital role which service clubs 
must now play in creating the 
right kind of post-war ideals. 

Greetings from the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts were ex- 
pressed by Rudolph K ! ng, Speaker 
of the House of Representatives;

Mr. Kent has had a perfect at- 
tendance record in Rotary, and at- 
tended the 24th International Ro- 
tary Conference at Nice, France, 
in 1937. 

He stressed the importance of 
having the Rotary International 
spirit at the "Peace Table", and 
said that Rotarians in foreign 
countries are expecting leadership 
and help from American Rotarians. 
He said we must prepare for this 
postwar responsibility by making 
our American Rotary Clubs more 
effective within themselves by hav- 
ing strong leadership and vigorous 
communities. 

The speaker attended the 28th 
International Rotary Conference 
at Nice, France, in 1937.

"Mrs. Blanche Simonds and 
Ralph (Pat) Moore of The New- 
ton Archers have achieved out- 
standing success in the archery 
world by taking top honors in the 
State of Massachusetts in their 
respective divisions in a National 
Mail Match Tournament conduct- 
ed during August. 

In 1942, and again this year, it ; 
was necessary to cancel the regu- 
lar national tournament on ac- j 
count of the war and economic 
conditions. In lieu of this, the Na- 
tional Board of Governors deci - 1 
ded to hold a competitive mail 
match among all the archery clubs 
in the United States affiliated with 
the National Archery Association. 
Thus the national tournament was 
held on the fields of all the indi- 
vidual clubs and many hundreds 
of archers could participate who 
would never have found it possible 
to journey to some distant place. 

The men competed in New York 
and American rounds; women in 
National and Columbia rounds;

Mrs. Simonds, besides winning 
first place in the State, placed 
high nationally in the second or 
"B” group and ranks 42nd woman 
archer in the country among sev- 
eraThundred women participants. 
Ralph Moore among sixty-five 
competing juniors has the excep- 
tionally high rating of fifth place.

CITY ELECTION, TUESDAY, NOV. 2, 1943 

Interest in the coming City Election for election of May- 
or, Aldermen, Members of School Committee is lacking this 
year, owing to fewer contests for office than in years past. 

Mayor Goddard is unopposed for re-election and there 
are no contests in any of the wards for the office of Ward 
Alderman. There is a contest throughout the city for the 
office of Member of School Committee, the present incum- 
bent, Winslow R. Howland, being opposed by Mi's. Emily E. 
Kermath. There are also contests for the office of Alder- 
men-at-Large, there being three candidates for two offices 
to be filled for Wards 1, 2, 5, 6 and 7. 

Two questions will appear at the end of the ballot which 
should receive the approval of the voters. One authorizes 
the Board of Aldermen to fill any vacancy in the Board 
which occurs before the next City Election, thereby eliminat- 
ing the necessity of calling a special election with an expense 
of three thousand dollars involved. The other question re- 
lates to the removal of snow from private ways as well as 
public streets. This city has always ploughed the snow from 
unaccepted streets as well as accepted streets, and approval 
of this question by the voters will assure a continuance of 
this public service. 


(The following letter to the edi- 
tor was printed in the Boston Eve-

City Election 

Never during the past thirty 
years has there been so little polit- 
ical act vity during the month 
preceding a city election. As a 
matter of fact, apart from the

MASSACHUSETTS CARRIES THE TORCH 

In a recent informal conversation with State School 
Commissioner Julius E. Warren, he made the following 
remark, "Massachusetts must continue to carry the torch.” I 
Since Mr. Warren is still a neighbor of ours and since the 
people of Newton have good reason to wish him abundant 
success in the great task he has undertaken, we may with 
profit to the intelligence of our state citizenship pause for a 
few moments to consider the deep and extensive content of 
what he said. 

Massachusetts has “carried the torch" in the field of ed- 
ucation since Harvard College was founded in 1636. In 1642 
she passed the first law requiring ilie education of children 
and in 1647 t’ e first law requiring the establishment of 
schools to p r vide ihat education. In 1837 Horace Mann be- 
came the r dietary of the first state board of education and 
in 1839 r e first state normal school in America was estab- 
lished i: Lexington. In 1852 Massachusetts enacted the first 
state law requiring school attendance. In 1821 Boston helped 
set the present standard for secondary education of the 
country by opening the Boston English High School, the first 
free high school in the Union. 

Massachusetts was the first state in 1884 to provide free 
textbooks and school supplies for all pupils and in 1906 she 
became the first state to require medical inspection of school 
children. In 1882 she became one of the first states to ab- 
olish the old, inefficient district school system and in its 
place to establish the township system of school provision 
and government.

Possessing ’'mad and exclusive powers, both as regards 
policies of the ed national system of the state and their ad- 
ministration, Commissioner Warren may be expected to ex- 
ercise his authority with tact and in accordance with the true 
American ideals of democracy. While subject to no govern- 
ing board, he may be expected to take full advantage of the 
aid of his Advisory Board which consists of six people dis- 
tinguished for their services and demonstrated ability in 
the educational field of the state. It will be extremely inter- 
esting to us Newtonites to watch Commissioner Warren’s 
progress as head of our vast and progressive state educa- 
tional system.

Washington— When Prime Min- 
ister Churchill told Commons that 
certain nations’ politicians, which 
he would not venture to name, are 
“fighting w th equal vigor and fer- 
ocity to that displayed by the 
troops of those nations abroad . . 
his hearers unanimously concluded 
that he meant American politics. 
There is l'ttle doubt that this re- 
mark sprang from his knowledge 
that despite the war, political bic- 
kering on our home front has be- 
gun and will continue until the 
next presdential election. 

Mr. Churchill also said some- 
thing about the life of his own 
government, hinting that a gen- 
eral election (which is the equ‘ va- 
lent of a presidential elction in 
this country) would most proba- 
bly be held after the war. 

This partly explains why Great 
Br tain can have political truces 
during war time and the United 
States cannot. In Great Britain 
the people can turn out the party 
in power if they have reasons to, 
almost over night. This system 
works well there, but has proved 
almost fatal in pre-war France 
where governments have lasted 
an average of less than s x months. 
And because our own “general 
elections” are held but once every 
four years, and cannot be termi- 
nated as in Great Britain, politi- 
cal controversy cannot be elimi- 
nated here as a president al elec- 
tion approaches, even during war- 
time. 

As a matter of fact, criticism of 
the President and his admin stra- 
tion, whether constructive or oth- 
erwise, never ceases in this coun- 
try, and never will as long as our 
polit cians feel that it may help 
them win the next political battle. 
Some of our lawmakers even hit 
below the belt from time to time, 
as for instance the few who seem 
more interested in 1 eking Roose- 
velt than Hitler or Tojo. But 
taken as a whole, our system of 
holding elections at fixed dates 
has worked satisfactorily, even 
during wartimes. The battle 
against the Democrats for posses- 
s on of the Executive offices and 
Congressional majorities will only 
lie a side show, even if it is an 
important one. The main show 
the business of continuing the war 
to a successful end will go on, 
unhampered and regardless of who 
is to occupy the White House after 
January 1, 1945.

HALF TRUTHS: On Septem- 
ber 30, a California daily released 
a story to the effect that cho ce 
American butter that had been 
shipped to Australia was being sold 


to Australian civilians at 20 cents 
per pound. This is but one of the 
many half truths circulated by 
former isolationist publishers. 
Here is the true story: 

An Australian paper printed an 
item which said that the U. S. 
Army had released a surplus of 
butter to civilians in a few towns 
where, due to sudden movements 
of troops out of that area, the but- 
ter was in danger of spoiling. 

It has been a common practice 
with all United Nations armies to 
sell surplus perishable food which 
cannot be stored or moved due to 
lack of refr geration. 

Our “super patriots" however, 
would have us believe that for- 
eigners can get American butter 
at low cost while our own people 
are being deprived of this staple.

Warning to neutrals: "Among 
the signs which show the enemy’s 
increasing awareness of his inevi- 
table and impending defeat," reads 
an announcement issued by the 
Netherland Government on Sep- 
tember 21, "are the indications that 
he is now engaged in safeguard- 
his interests by way of transfer- 
ring his loot of movables, includ- 
ing securities, from enemy-occu- 
pied territory to neutral persons, 
natural or legal. 

"The Netherlands Government 
announces that it reserves the 
right not to recognize any such 
transactions and hereby issues a 
warning to neutral persons con- 
cerned that they intend to act 
with all available means against 
those who lend themselves to the 
aforementioned practices.” 

This statement was issued in 
connection with a jo nt British 
and American declaration that at- 
tempts by firms in neutral coun- 
tries to acquire German-held as- 
sets in Italy, would not be recog- 
nized.

WALTER FIERCE REPORTS: 
The question as to whether Un - 
ted Nations solidarity will result 
from the three-power conference 
in Moscow is being answered pres- 
ently on all Allied fighting fronts.

Hitler’s last counter-stroke 
before the Nazi fadeout will be 
an attempt to divide us on the 
political front. The Moscow Con- 
ference proves that we stand to- 
gether on that front too. . . . This 
old reporter is struck by the tem- 
erity of our five globe-trotting 
Senators. In s'xty days these all- 
wise politicians have completely 
covered, studied, analyzed and 
found remedies for all our global 
ills. Until their epoch-making 
tour we thought that it took ex- 
perienced observers months to get 
the angles of important situa- 
tions in foreign lands . . . Super- 
duper patriots are determined 
that we are not to be “gypped” 
by a nation which stood off the 
Naz s single handed for over a 
year, or another which has thus 
far lost over 5,000,000 men. Maybe 
we’re wrong!. .. .Big shot Dem- 
ocrats in Congress are suspicious 
of both the OP A and the Office of 
Civilian Defense because Republi- 
cans control many of these offices 
out in the field and do ng a good 
job!. .. .Best guess as to what the 
U. S., Great Britain and Russia 
are aiming for in a post-war Eu- 
rope is (1) Germany trimmed 
down in s ze and power, (2) Italy 
a democracy but minus an empire, 
(3) No revolutional shifts that 
would bring Communism to coun- 
tries west of the Russian frontiers.

"An ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of steam.” 

And the "ounce of prevention" is 
the installation in homes of storm 
windows, according to Mr. Cady 
K. Peck of Peck Lumber Co. 

Declaring that the loss of ; 
"pound of steam this winter will 
be something to worry about,’ 
Mr. Peck today outlined for New- 
ton householders steps government 
agencies recommend for home 
fuel conservation. 

First of these in importance, he 
said, is the installation of storm 
windows which, under average 
conditions, will save approximate- 
ly 25 per cent of fuel consumption. 

"Storm windows,” he explained, 
“not only reduce heat loss from 
the interior but help prevent 
downdrafts of cold air at window 
and allow the maintenance of 
higher indoor humidities without 
window condensation.” 

Fuel conservation this year will 
be more Important than ever be- 
fore, Mr. Peck said. 

Other ways to conserve fuel are 
the proper insulation of walls and 
ceilings; the instullution of ther- 
mostatic controls to avoid over 
heating; lowering of room tem- 
peratures, and the reconditioning 
of heating plants.

The Horace Cousens Industrial 
Fund has completed 12 years of 
service to Newton citizens and was 
made possible by the generosity 
of the late Horace Cousens, a res- 
ident of the City of Newton for 
many yearse. 

Mr. Horace Cousens bequeathed 
a sum of money to the City of 
Newton to be known and called, 
The Horace Cousens Industrial 
Fund, and directed that loans for 
first mortgages on improved real 
estate be made at a low rate of 
interest to the industrious men 
and women of small means who 
are residents of the City of New- 
ton, to assist them in procuring 
homesteads for their families. 

The Horace Cousens Industrial 
Fund is under the direct super- 
vision of three trustees who re- 
ceive applications* in the Fund's 
office in City Hall.

Qualifying Test 
Here Nov. 9th 


The second qualifying Test for 
the Army Specialized Train ng 
Program and the Navy College 
Program V12 will be given No- 
vember 9, at the Newton High 
School . A pamphlet of general in- 
formation which contains an ad- 
m ssion-identification form may be 
obtained from the high school of- 
fice. This form properly filled out 
will admit to the test students be- 
tween the ages of 17 and 21 in- 
clusive who are recent high school 
graduates or who w II be gradua- 
ted by March 1. 1944. Students 
are advised to contact the High 
School at once if they intend to 
take the test. 

The same examination will be 
taken by both Army and Navy 
candidates. The examinaton is 
designed to test the aptitude and 
general knowledge required for 
the program of college training 
and all qualified students are 
urged to take the test. At the 
time of the test each candidate 
w 11 be given the choice of serv- 
ice preference, but taking the test 
does not obligate the candidate to 
enlist in the service. 

The Army Specialized Train ng 
Program and the Navy College 
Program enable students to con- 
tinue their academic training at 
government expense following in- 
duct on into the armed services. 
Successful completion of the pre- 
scribed courses may, following fur- 
ther officer training, lead to a 
commission in the Army or the 
Navy. 

Those selected for the Army 
will, after further screening and 
bas'c military training, be sent to 
college. Students chosen for the 
Navy Program, after selection by 
the Office of Naval Officer Pro- 
curement, will be detailed directly 
to college. Students who attend 
college under either of the pro- 
grams will be under military dis- 
cipl ne on active duty in uniform 
with pay. All expenses, includ- 
ing tuition, food, housing, books 
and uniforms will be paid by # the 
Army or the Navy.

Mrs. Earl Bates gave a stirring 
announcement of the Greater Bos- 
ton War Fund drive which opens 
on November 8 and lasting 
through November 24th.

Manpower Commission, explained 
the national and local problem of 
keeping the factories humming all 
the time.

Mr. Mahoney said 
that attempts in the past to pre- 
serve peace had failed because of 
unlimited sovereignty of indivi- 
dual nations and that the estab- 
lishment of a permanent court of 
international justice backed up 
by an international military or 
police force seemed necessary to 
establish peace both politically and 
economically. 

Mrs. Max Uhlin, President of 
the Boston City Federation, an 
authority on International Rela- 
tions spoke on "What Are We 
Going to Do About International 
Relations?" 

The State Chairman of Conser- 
vation, Mrs. Edmund I. Wilson, 
stressed the need for further edu- 
cation on the salvage question and 
urged more saving of fats, tin cans 
and waste paper. 

At the Civics and Legislative 
Round Table, Mrs. Ellis Speare, 
Newton representative in the 
State Legislative, explained the 
various bills now before the house.

An- 
nouncing that the progress north 
from Naples would be subject to 
a rear-guard action by the Nazis, 
the statement asserted, "It should 
be a masterly retreat ! They have 
got Rommel in Italy and he is a 
master at rear-guard fighting. He 
ought to be. He’s done a damn 
sight more of it than anyone else!"

THE JAP IS TOUTED as one of 
the best trained, most fanatical 
soldier in history. He isn't. A Jap 
document captured in New Guinea 
by Americans proves that he is 
subject to all the ills that flesh 
is heir to, that his morale can 
crack, and when it does he is a 
vicious beast. 

Note that this is from an offi- 
cial Jap document, complaining of 
Jap crimes: 

"Many crimes which affect mili- 
tary discipline have been commit- 
ted. They are based on a slackness 
of will power and a depression in 
spirit." 

The crimes affecting military 
discipline are as follows: 

"Robbery and rape (most fre- 
quent); trespassing on another’s 
property (second most frequent); 
disorderly conduct (generally 
while drunk); destruction of mili- 
tary equipment; desertion; tres- 
passing on places off limits; leav- 
ing the sentry post without per- 
mission; loss of secret military 
documents, especially the code 
book." 

Apparently the "invincible Jap", 
like the "invincible German" hasn’t 
got the quality of persistence. All 
tinseled causes, like Nazism and 
Fascism, and the Japanese variety 
of both, wither with the first taste 
of defeat.
